GRAND JURY INQUIRY NEAR 


Lawyer for Resort Keepers Threatens 
to Take Evidence Before 
Wayman. 


ANOTHER LIEUTENANT ACCUSED 


Inspector John Wheeler and Lieut. John 
Bonfield of the Harrison street station will 
have to answer to police trial board charges 
as @ result of accusations of a systematic 
levy of vice tribute on South State street re- 
sort keepers made by Isaac Foster and John 
Haley. 

Chief McWeeny declared last night that he 
would file the formal charges against the 
police officials, probably today, and carry out 
a thorough investigation of the graft charges. 

Meanwhile Attorney Clarence W. Schaef- 
fer, through whom the men made public 
their charges of a vice ring, declared that if 
the police investigation lacked the vigor and 
thoroughness the situation demanded he 
would carry the charges to State’s Attorney 
Wayman for grand jury action. 


Another Lieutenant Accused. 

Charges of attempted extortion Dy a Heu- 
tenant and a sergeant at the Hinman street 
station, made by a saloonkeeper, also were 
brought to the attention of Chief McWeeny 
during the day. 

Lieut. Costello and Sergt. Hamilton are the 
men named by Max Simalovic, owner of a 
saloon at 1828 West Twenty-second street. 
The saloon man and five frequenters of the 
place were arrested last Saturday on a gam- 
bling charge. He declares that Hamilton 
took him from a cell to the lieutenant’s of- 
fice, where the lieutenant sald that if the 
saloonkeeper would pay $120 for himself and 
$10 for each of the frequenters the prosecu- 
tion would be stopped. 

Costello, the saloon man declares, threat- 
ened to have his saloon license revoked if the 
money was not paid. 

Simalovic was fined $25 in Judge Sabath’s 
court Tuesday morning and four of the fre- 
quenters were assessed a fine of $1 each 
Simalovic said he would file charges against 
Lieut. Costello before the trial board 


Tell More of “Vice Ring.”’ 

State’s Attorney Wayman said that his 
office stood ready to make any inquiry which 
may be brought to the Criminal Court build- 
ing for a hearing. 

During the day the two resort keepers am- 
plified the details of their original state- 
ment of police protection payment and de- 
clared that the ‘little vice trust” of South 
State street under the contro)of two men held 
all the vicious elements of the bigger rings 
which have existed ‘tr the levee districts of 
the west and south sides. In addition they 
issued notice that they could bring forta 
new facta which would show other police 
officials into the graft limelight 
“We are not ready to tell about these 
men,” Haley suid: “They were good fel- 
lows; didn’t double cross us; and lived up 
to the agreements they made when we paid 
them money.” 


Admits Talk Over Phone. 

hile Inspector Wheeler indignantly de- 
nied the accuracy of the charges of Foster 
and Haley and Lieut. Bonfield insisted that 
‘he is the victim of a blackmail plot, the lat- 
ter admitted to holding a telephone converse- 
tion with the men in which he agreed to call 
on Attorney Shaeffer and discuss a settlement 
of the case out of court. The conversation 
took place a few days after the suit for $1,000 
was begun against him by the resort keepers. 

Both Haley and Foster were in Attorney 
Shaeffer’s office at the time and from there 
they. called Lieut. Bonfield on the telephone 
at his residence. 

“If you do not come down and settle this 
case, we are going to make trouble for you,” 
Foster asserted. : 

“ Well, [am sick and not able to get down- 
town now, but when I am able to get out 
again I will call at Mr. Shaeffer's office,” 
said Bonfield. He then said that within two 
or three days he would be at the attorney’s 
office. The promised call never was made. 


Calls Hart “Levee Ruler.”’ 


Samuel Hart, owner of the New Berlin ga- 
loon at State and Harrison streets, and 
Samuel Harris, who conducts the Sterling 
at State and Van Buren streets, were named 
by Haley as being the “ vice trust ” of that 
particular neighborhood. 

‘The police closed us because they feared 
the ‘trust’ would squeal and because these 
two fellows insisted on having all the women 
rights along the street down there,”’ saia 
Haley. 

“Sam Hart is the big ruler im that levee,” 
said Foster. ‘*‘ He controls all the places in 
South State street. If he says it’s all rights 
fellow can open up a place; if he doesn't give 
the word you ve got to stay out. 

“*Mike’ Bruder, who rune a place on 
Plymouth court, was the first tocome to us to 
try to get us to settle. the civil suit. He said 
the thing would be settled if we would take 
$400. Then Policeman ‘Jim’ Touhy of Har- 
rison street station came around, but no set- 
thament was made.” 

Haley insist¢‘that every resort keeper in the 
downtown district pays for “ protection,” and 
said that he and others met Lieut. Bonfield, 
alleged graft collector, by appointment in 
“Jack” Dineen’s saloon or on the street to 
make the payments. 

Since bringing the civil suit a month ago 
to force repayment of alleged graft money 
from the inspector and lieutenant, Haley said 
that a humber of offers ¥ settlement had 
been made. 

“One saloon man came to me,” he said,

CALLING FOR HIS CONFEDERATE. 
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HINES TELLS CLUB 
WILL NOT RESIGN 


Charges Filed. with Union 
League Directors After He 


That Edward Hines Is clinging to his mem- 
bership in the Union League club as tena- 
clously as the beneficiary of his activities, 
William Lorimer, retains his grip on his seat 
in the United States senate, was indicated 
yesterday. 

It was learned that Mr. Hines had been in- 
vited to resign from the Union League club, 
but declined to do so. The suggestion was 
politely but firmly presented to Mr. Hines by 
a director. He pointed out that the lumber- 
man’s participation in the ‘‘ putting over "’ of 
Lorimer had become a source of embarrass- 
ment to the élub. The only attention Mr. 
Hines gave to this hint was a dismissal of the 


question. 

When the club official's inability to per- 
suade Mr. Hines that the proper and gentle- 
manly course toward his associate members, 
in view of the annoying publicity and circum- 
stantial nature of the accusations, was to 
separate himself from the roster was fol- 
lowed by a directors’ meeting. The situation 
was canvassed and there was a strong senti- 
ment in favor of proceeding with an inquiry 
based upon the written charges previously 
filed. 

Directors Decide to Wait. 

There was a general belief, however, that 
the coming investigation of the Lorimer 
scandal by a subcommittee of the United 
States senate would add to the information 
regarding Mr. Hines’ conduct, as brought out 
It was decided, 
therefore, to postpone the club inquiry for 
awhile, and the following resolution was 
adopted: 

Resolved, That in view of the proposed 
investigation of the Lorimer case by the 
United States senate, the hearing of the 
charges ageinst Mr. Hines be deferred 
for the present and until the further ac- 
tion of this board. 

Although this resolution was adopted ata 
meeting of the board last Monday, it did not 
become public until yesterday, when Walter 
D. Herrick, secretary of the club, gave it out. 
In doing so, Mr. Herrick explained that there 
were sO many rumors in circulation, in- 
creased by partial newspaper publication of 
the facts, that the club officers had decided 
the best course would be to let the members 
and the public generally know the exact situ- 
ation. 

“By adopting the resolution,” said he, 
“the directors do not bind themselves to 
any procedure, but are at liberty to take up 
the charges Whenever they deem such action 
desirable. They had an idea that pertinent 
and valuable information would be available 
in the near future to supplement what al- 
ready is known.” + 

Clarence S. Funk, Herman H. Hettler, and 
Christian F. Wiehe were the Helm witnesses 
whose testimony mentioned the Union 
League club and was noted in the charges 
filed against Mr. Hines. Their statements 
all contributed to the impression that Mr. 
Hines had made the clubhouse his center of 
activities, either in boasting that he had 
played a stellar role in “ putting Lorimer 
over" at a cost of $100,000 or in soliciting 
$10,000 contributions towards remunerating 
those who in the hour of urgency had ad- 
vanced the $100,000. 


Hines Boasts in Club Parlor. 
The story of Mr. Funk, who is general man- 
ager of the International Harvester com- 
pany, disclosed how Mr. Hines had come up 
to him in the parlor of the Union League and 
told how Lorimer had been “ put Over,”’ but 
had said that it had cost $100,000 and that the 
International Harvester company’s share 
would be $10,000, which could be sent *o Ed- 


Refused to Quit. 


ple,’ said Mr. Hines, according to Mr. Funk, 
were to make up the total sum spent. 

Again the Union League club was disclosed 
as Lumberman Hines’ camping ground by 
the testimony of Herman H. Hettler, also a 
lumberman. This witness informed the Helm 
committee that Hines had buttonholed him 
and insisted on telling how he had been the 
principal figure in Lorimer’s triumph at 
Springfield. te 

A third mention of the as by Chris- 
tian F. Wiehe, brother-in- of Hines and 
secretary, of the Hines Lumber company. 
While Mr. Wiehe denied he had bragged on 
a Duluth train about contributing $10,000 to 
the Lorimer fund, he related how a discussion 
that started in the Grand Pacific hotel had 
been..©entinued after the party of western 
lumbermen had adjourned to the Union 
League club, 

Hines Asks No Inquiry. 

Although declining to resign from the 
club at the request of members who found 
his companionship objectionable, Mr. Hines 
failed to ask for or even suggest an investi- 
gation of the charges by the board of di- 
rectors. He stated some two weeks ago that 
“at the proper time ” he would insist upon a 
full inquiry that would bring out the truth 
in the contradictory stories of himself and his 
fellow club member, Mr. Funk. That Mr. 
Faines still remains silent indicates to the 
other Union League members that he con- 
siders the hour is not yet ripe. 


COL. SOUTHGATE TURNED OUT 
OF CONGRESS, HOTEL HE BUILT. 


Veteran Landlord Loses About $75,000 
Worth of Board and Lodging When 
New Management Cancels Agreement 


Col. Richard H. Southgate lost about 
$75,000 worth of board and lodging yesterday. 
The colone} who bullt and managed the Con- 
gress hotel for many years, returned to Chi- 
cago yesterday from his farm in Lac du 
Flambeau, Wis., and went to the apartments 
he and his wife had occupied for nearly 
twenty years. They were locked against 
him, 

Since he sold control of the house to the 
present management Col. Southgate had re- 
tained his apartments free of rental He 
also had a clause in the agreement providing 
him with free board. The agreement was to 
have run for three years,.and, as the colonel’s 
apartments were desirable and his appetite 
hearty, the hotel management estimated that 
$75,000 was a fair estimate of what the oon- 
tract would cost the house. 

“ We have been advised by our attorneys 
to cancel the agreement and to ask for an 
accounting of stock, of which you now retain 
$250,000 worth,’ was what the management 
told Col. Southgate when he applied for his 
keys. The veteran hotel manager went im- 
. mediately to the Chicago Beach hotel, where 
last night it was reported that he was sick in 
bed. His friends announced, however, that 
he had retainea counsel to fight for the 
agreement made with the Congress Hotel

Ten “big pee- of the place and 


COP BEATS WOMEN: 
MATES TAKE STAR 


New Patrolman Sends In Riot 
Call When Mob Resents 
Brutal Attack. 


LIQUOR MAKES HIM SLEEP 


Blissfully unconscious of the disgrace that 
awaits him this morning, Patrolman V. E. 
Corey is asleep at the Desplaines street po- 
lice station. 

Rescued in response to a riot call he had 
sent in himself to escape from a mob he had 
angered by his brutal treatment of twa 
women, Corey was relieved of his club, re- 
volver and star by a summary court of his 
peers In the station last night. The men of 
hig own rank were too disgusted with him to 
await the official action $f their superiors 
today. 

Corey slumbered in a chair until his case 
had been disposed of. Then, stripped of the 
habiliments of a patrolman end thrust intoa 
bunk in the station squad room, he slept on 
and on. Indications at an early hour this 
morning were that he would not awaken for 
hours. 


Women Withhold Names. 

The two women, whom Corey is alleged 
to have beaten with his club while they were 
waiting for @ car at Halsted and Madison 
streets, will appear against him this morn- 
ing. They refused togivetheir namea Three 
men who were in the cnowd that forced 
Corey to cease his abuse of the women algo 
have promised to appear. 

Corey, who has been a patrolman only three 
months, was too drunk to explain the trou- 
bie that led up to his sending in the riot call, 
but witnesses told the police that the man 
had ordered the two women to move away 
from the corner. They explained why they 
were waiting and did not move. 

‘* Mowe on or I'l lock you up,”” demanded 
Corey, lurching toward the women. They 
started away when they realized that he 
was intoxicated, but one of them was struck 
on the back by the patrolman’s club. He 
followed this up by attacking the other wom- 
an, striking her several blows on the back. 
By this time a crowd gathered and rescued 
the women from further Il} treatment. 


Holds Crowd with Revolver. 

Corey, although unsteady on his feet, real- 
ized that he might be roughly handled unless 
he gained aid, so he held back the crowd with 
his revolver and club until he reached the 
patrol signal box. Then he sent in his call for 
aid and in a few minutes the patrol wagon ar- 
rived. 

Corey fell asleep almost as soon as he had 
been bundled into the wagon by his mates.

SULLIVAN FINDS HOT TRAILS 


—— 


Armed with six “firebug”™ confessions, 
which implicate no fewer than twenty-four 
men in the Chicago “arson trust "—two of 
them being insurance adjusters—Fire Attor- 
ney Michael Sullivan is hot on the trai) of 
the half dozen known fire gangs which have 
made annual profits estimated et §750,000 « 
year from commercialized arson. 

The fire attorney, Assistant Corporation 
Counsel A. J. Callaghan, and half a dozen 
detectives are working night and day cor- 
roborating the information that has oeen 
given them, in the hope of landing the “ fire 
fiends”*’ before they escape from the city. 

Especial secrecy is being maintained te 
prevent the information in the hands of the 
authorities from reaching the men who are 
implicated. Besides the confessions obtained 
from LeopoM Dreyfus, who committed gul- 
cide following his admission that he had hireg 
Jacob Wronski and David Korshak to bura 
his store, and Lazard Dreyfus, a brother, the 
authorities have two confessions from Louis 
Gettelson concerning his dealings with the 
* frebugs,” one from another man who cor- 
roborates Gettelson, and still another from’ 
Abraham Ratner, who was convicted of arsop 
last year. 


Crooked Adjusters Implicated. 

Most striking of anything in the confee 
sions which have been obtained is the bold- 
ness of the operators and the apparent se- 
curity which they seem to have enjoyed in 
their wholesale criminal practices. This ig 
explained by the fact that in almost ¢very 
case under investigation crooked insurance 
adjusters seem to have been linked with the 
geniuses of the fire rings. 

In several cases it is declared that one 
insurance adjuster, whose name is known 
and appears in the subjoined confessions as 
John Doe, sought out men and urged them 
to try the “ fire business " as one with high- 
ly lucrative returns and “ perfectly safe.7 

Even the “ niceties’ of the fire game are 
described by one of the confessors, who de- 
clares that Korshak, one of the “ torch- 
men" of the gang, discarded excelsior as « 
‘ material’’ because of the dangerous trail 
it left if the fire was not a success. Instead 
he is alleged to have soaked paper with gaso-_ 
Mine. Paper, it was explained, caused no sus- 
picion, if found by firemen. 


Make Profits on “By Product.” 


The “arson trust,”” according to one in- 
formant, had a neat “ by product” profit ig: 
commisisons paid by furniture dealers of 
whom furniture was purchased to be burned 
in rented flats after the contents had been 
insured far in excess of their actual] value. 

The confession of Gettelson contains the 
most material of any for the fire attorney :¢@ 
work on in getting at the men and methods 
of the fire ring gang. He told of getting ac- 
quainted with the man who introduced him te 
the crooked insurance adjuster, Doe, in 1900. 
On the way to the adjsuter’s office the friend 
declared of Doe, Gettelson alleged: 

“He's a son Of a gun; he makes money 
thet easy. The best way I know to make 
money is to fix a fire with Doe.” 

Gettelson said his friend made an offer 
to him to fix a fire, but declared that Doe 
should be seen first. He was especialls 
warned against having a fire and getting an- 
other insurance edjuster to investigate the 
loss. Gettelson declared that the small profits 
made in his first fire venture—%56—made him 
chary of trying a second one, but Doe, ta 
whom he voiced his fears, told him to look «@ 
another man (whom Gettelson named), say- 
ing: ‘‘I'm just settling a $50,000 fire for 
him.” 


Tells How Plotters Worked, 


One of Gettelson’s confessions, which 
borne out by corroborative testimony in 6 
confession by another man whose name will 
not be given out yet, is as follows: 

‘Tl came to this country in October, 1907, 
from London, and landed in New York. I 
started in to learn the tailoring trade with 
Hart Schaffner & Marx. George Homan 
was my foreman. I hada tailor shop about 
a year ago at Thirty-ninth street and Ash- 
land avenue and had $800 Insurance. I came 
home one night and found there had been @ 
fire. Mr. Rottenberg told me to go and see 
Joe Doe; that he was the best adjuster that 
I could get. 

“T turned the policy over to Joe Doe and 
after two or three months he got me $200. 

“ During the time that I was coming te 
Mr. Doe's Offices about my loss at Thirty- 
ninth street and Ashland avenue, [ had @ 
number of talks with Mr. Doe, in which he 
told me there was lots of money in the fire 
business and that everybody was getting 
money from the insurance companies. He 
showed me the houses that he was settling 
for and showed me the money. and said that 
I should get a place somewhere and that 
he would have a man set fire to it. 


Insured for Four Times Value. 

“T engaged a rear flat at 2208 West Thir- 
teenth street and bought $318 worth of fur- 
niture, which I placed inside and took out 
insurance to the extent of $1,350. 

“ Mr. Doe then told me to have a key made 
for the flat, besides my own key. I did so 
and gave the key, the day of the fire, to the 
man that came to my house at 2 o'clock, Mr. 
Doe having told me that a man would come

“The last time I saw Mr. Doe before the | 
fire he told me that a man would show me 
his-card after the fire; for me to say nothing 
to him, but to give him my policy.” 


How Second Fire Was Planned. 

In Gettelson’s second confession he de 
scribes with a wealth of detail and names of 
men just how the second fire was planne1 
after he had taken out $1,000 insurance cn 
$134 worth of furniture and household ef 
fects. An assistant of Doe's, he said, found 
“the man to fire the place, but said he would 
have to wait, because the man didn't want 
any small job. 

“You'll have to wait until there is a ict 
ready,”’ Gettelson quoted the man as saying. 

“The man who was to set me fire came to 
my house,’ Gettelson said, “and we talked 
together there. Another man got two gal- 
lons of gasoline and I got three gallons. 

“The man was to come to the house at 
6:30 o'clock in the evening. He did not get 

there until 8. He asked me to get him a pint 
of beer. He said he was all! tired out, he 
had had so many jobs. He said he had four 
more to do, so he must hurry. 

* He was a stout man with a sandy mus- 
tache. I went to the Star and Garter theater 
60 as to be out of the way. I was told tosay 
that I got the furniture from (Gettelson here 
named a big furniture company which re- 
cently had a fire). I bought the gasoline at 
a paint store near Thirteenth and Halste1 
streets.” 

Fugitive’s Story Dug Up. 

Abraham Ratner is now a fugitive from jus- 
tice. His confession, which the authorities 
are finding of great value in the present 
‘{nvestigation, was made almost a year ago 
to Assistant State’s Attorneys Claude Smith 
and Victor P. Arnold after Ratner’s con- 
viction om an arson charge. 

He confessed to arranging for two fires 
with the “ arson trust,’’ one in Melrose Park 
and one in Chicago. 

“The Melrose Park fire occurred in Febru- 
ary, 1908,”" he told his questioners. “I was 
almost bankrupt at the time I talked {t over 
‘with a relative (Ratner gives the name), and 
he mentioned the name of as a good man 
to do the job. I talked it over with this man 
and he said it would take fifteen gallons 
of gasoline and he would charge me $400 
for the work. I gave him $200 before the 
‘fire and my note for $200 to be paid from the 
insurance money. 

“TI got another man ———, to get the gas- 
oline. He bought ten gallons and brought it 
to the store in a buggy. He also got some 
excelsior in which the gasoline was soaked. ' 


Names Crooked Adjuster. 

In response to further questions Ratner 
gave the name of the insurance adjuster and 
ether facts in connection with the fire. For 
the second fire planned at 1831 South Halsted 
street, he said, Korschak, the man now be- 
‘ing sought by the police as the “torch 
‘Learer” in the Dreyfus fire, was an aid to the 
man who set the first fire in Melrose Park. 
He said gasoline and alcoho) were bought for 
tthe purpose and arrangements made to fire 
the store at 2 o'clock in the morning. He 
eaid another big west side fire was pulled off 
hy the same two men. 

He also mentioned the name of a fire ad- 
juster who belonged to a certain clique of 
,“ firebugs " for whom others in the “ trade ”’ 
had a “gang’’ name. He said this adjuster, 
in talking to him once, said: 

“There is no harm in setting fires and get- 
ting the insurance if the job is pulled off 
pafely.” 

It was he who described Korshak’s “ im- 
proved ’’ methods of fire seiting. 

“Korshak G@dn't usa excelsior,” 


he de- 


crushed them together. Then the paperr 
‘were soaked with gasoline. Excelsior, you 
‘know, is dangerous, for if the fire isn’t suc- 
cessful the police an firemen mlay find traces 
of the excelsior. It's different with the paper. 
If something happens, nothing is thought of 
seeing papers on the floor of a store or house.”’ 


Sullivan Gets New Leads. 

“We have only scratched the surface in 
this investigation,” Fire Attorney Sullivan 
said last night. “ The farther we go the worse 
it gets. I begin to believe that my esti- 
mate that 25 per cent of Chicago fires are of 
incendiary origin is too 18w. I was up al- 
‘most all of last night and every minute to- 
‘day I have been busy with my men, trying 
,to get verification of the information in our 
possession.” 

Several insurance adjusters and _ repre- 
sentatives of insurance companies c@me to 
the aid of the fire attorney yesterday and 


recent Chicago fires. New evidence was ob- 
tained which bears on the burning of the 
“store of E. M. Elkins at 1124 West Fifty- 
ninth street early Tuesday morning, and de- 
tectives were assigned to work on the new 
leads.

Detectives also were sent out to search for

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DRAINAGE REPORT 
DEMAND VETOED 


President Smyth Forbids Its 
Acceptance After Trustees 
Vote for It by Sept. 1. 


AGAIN ST THE COMMISSION 


Declares the Board Itself Is Ca- 
pable to, Investigate the 
Sewage Question. 


The commission of drainage board engi- 
neers and city officials appointed iast fall 
by the trustees of the santiary district to 
draw up a comprehensive report on the in- 
creased water power of the Chicago river, if 
widened, on keeping the water supply of 
Chicago and the suburbs pure, and on dis- 
posing of sewage, became a bone of con- 
tention between the trustees yesterday. 

The dispute began when Trustee Thomas 
J. Healy moved that the commission created 
by the board Nov. 23, 1910, and appointed 
two days later by former President R. R. 
McCormick should be requested to report to 
the board not later than Sept. 1. Follow- 
ing a lengthy debate, the motion was carried 
by a vote of 5 to 8, only to be vetoed by Presi- 
dent Thomas A. Smyth. 


Say Veto Will Not Stand. 

Trustee Healy refused to take an appeal 
from the veto, saying that the motion was 
not subject to a veto, and that the president’s 
attempt at killing his motion was invalid. 
Trustee Healy said that the commission could 
decide for itself whether it heeded the ma- 
jority of the trustees or the arbitrary action 
of the president. 

“I shall do nothing further with the mo- 
tion for the time being,”’ said Trustee Healy. 
“I will not take it before the legal depart- 
ment. The motion was passed and the preai- 
dent could not veto it. We'll probably take 
some action if the commission 4 does not de- 
liver its report Sept. 1."

BLAME CITIES FOR CONVICTS. 


Lawrence Y. Sherman Tells Law Class 
That Municipalities That Don’t 
Rule Should Lose Charter. 


The cities of Illinois are to blame for most 
of the 17,000 inmates of the state charitable 
institutions, according to Lawrence Y. Sher- 
man. former lieutenant governor of Illinois, 
who spoke before the graduating class of the 
Chicago Kent College of Law at Orchestra 
hall last night. 

“The greater part of the 17,000 inmates of 
our charitable institutions are furnished by 
the cities, because in the city you travel the 
pace that kills,”’ said the speaker. *' You do 
not regard the laws of health. One of the 
greatest causes of pauperism is the wide open 
town. 

“ If the law 6fa municipality cannot quell a 
mob I would put it in the hands of some ont- 
side power. In time the state will exercise its 
power of visitation upon the city just as it 
does at present upon the state charities.”

Police Order All Loose Canines to Be

Hydrophobia has become so prevalent at 
Irving Park in the last two months that 
residents of the district are keeping their chil- 
dren off the streets and grocers end +utchers 
refuse to deliver to dog owners. 

So serious has the situation become that 
Lieut.

CHARGES BRIBE T0 STAY LAW 


Girl Accuses Man of Attack; 
Then Denies First Story. 


JUDGE ORDERS AN INQUIRY. 


Believed Money Used; Confession Holds 
Assailant to Grand Jury. 


The charge of attempting to stay the course 
of the law by “* buying off” the complainant 
and her mother was made during the trial of 
William P. Springer, 3424 Prairie avenue, on 
a serious accusation brought by Madeline 
Nobert, a 15 year old girl, 3822 South Wash- 
tenaw avenue, before Municipal Judge Scully 
yesterday. 

The Nobert girl charged that Springer at- 
tacked her on the evening of May 22, on the 
darkened etage of a 5 cent theater owned by 
Abraham Lewis, at 2065 West Thirty-fifth 
street. Next day she told her mother what 
had occurred and Mrs. Nobert swore out war- 
rants for the arrest of Springer and Lewis. 
She then declared that the attack had fol- 
lowed an evening of drinking im various 
cafés. 

Denies Story; Bribery Charged. 

The case was called on May 2, but Judge 
Scully ordered a continuance until June } 
for investigation, because Miss Nobert denied 
that Springer had attacked her. Judge Scully 
reminded her of the previous story, but she 
insisted that she did not bring the charge. 
The court ordered her to the Juvenile home. 
Last Wednesday the gir! signed 4 statement 
reiterating her original charges. 

“Tf I had not threatened Miss Nobert and 
her mother with perjury they would have 
dropped the case,” said’ Judge Scully. “I 
think they were offered something for their 
silence.” 

Faints Under Severe Grilling. 

Miss Nobent repeated her story on the wit- 

ess stand yesterday. Attorney James T. 

rady, representing the accused man, grilled 
the child so unmercifully that she fainted 
in the arms of the matron. But the ordeal 
aid not serve to shake her statements.

Mr. Bart- 
lett stepped in a short time before the prop- 
erty was sold to Cobe & McKinnon and 
bought it for what, it now appears, Was a 
song. 

Bartlett Thinks It Over. 

Mr. Bartlett’s connection with the deal be- 
gan when J. W. Cremin came to him some 
time in the middle of May and told him Mrs. 
Green wanted to get rid of her Gage Park 
acres. Mr. Bartlett said he didn’t want to 
buy. 

Two or three days later Mr. Cremin came 
in again. Meanwhile Mr. Bartlett had been 
thinking. He concluded the property wags 
aH right and that $475.000 was the lowest 
possible figure he dared offer for it. Mr’ 
Cremin told him that he would submit it to 
Mrs. Green. On the following day he showed 
Mr. Bartlett a telegram of acceptance. 

Mr. Bartlett immediately entered into a 
contract to purchase the property and made 
a deposit as earnest money. The contract 
was made in the name of Ernest N. Smith, a 
clerk in hie office. 


Makes Profit of $225,000. 

He then began thinking about how he was 
to get rid of the land. Hig mind ran to Ira 
M. Cobe. Mr. Cobe and Mr. Bartlett used to 
be friends, but of late years they never speak 
as they pass by.

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GARY URGES NEW 
ANTI-TRUST LAW 


Tells Stanley Committee Peo- 
ple and Business Need 
Legislation. 


WANTS ADVICE FROM U. S. 


Declares Carnegie Threatened to 
Wreck the Illinois Steel — 
Company. 


‘Washington, D. C., June 8.—Legisiation to 
replace the Sherman anti-trust law so as 
to protect property interests and the peo- 
ple’s welfare alike was urgedyby Elbert H. 
Gary, chairman of the board of directors of 
the United States Steel corporation, in con- 
cluding his testimony today before the Stan- 
ley house committee investigating the steel 
trust. ‘ 

Mr. Gary said he hoped the committee in 
its report would give the United States Stee) 
corporation what the committee thinke ought 
to be the corporation's standing under the 
law. 

“I wish,” sald he, “ this committee weuld 
take advantage of its opportunity to sug- 
gest legisiation and use its influence to 
bring about the enactment of proper legisla- 
tion calculated to properly protect the prop- 
erty. interests of the coumtry, the interests 
of the government and the people at large, 
£0 @s to permit us to contimue business prog- 
ress aicng lines of prosperity.”’ 


Would Have Substitute Law. 

“Would you believe it sensible,” asked 
Representative Littleton, “ to have congress 
appoint a joint committee to hear representa- 
tives of capital and of labor and of so-called 
‘restrained ' and ‘ unrestrained ’ trade with 
@ view to preparing an anfi-trust law which 
Would correct features of the Sherman law 

_ or errors that might have gondthrough court 
decisions on that law, and to strengthen and 
elaborate that law?’ 

“ Yes, I €o,"’ responded Mr.-Gary, “and I 
would be glad to have such an undertaking 
result in something more practical and to 

_ be the first one to fall into line to live up to 
such 4 law.”’ 

The so-called ‘“‘ Gary cinners,’’ where steel 
men of the country acquainted each other 
with all facts relating to their business and 
Sugzested the maintenance of prices to pre- 
vent *‘ €estructive competition.” were delved 
into by the committee. Representative Bea:: 
sought to show that the result of those under- 
giancings was tantamount to a signed agree- 
ment to control prices, a violation of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. 


Question of Law or Morals. 

“The only. question involved in those din- 
ners is whether it is good law or good morals 
to endéavor by friendly intercourse, such as 
has teen described by me, to maintain toa 
reasonable extent an equilibrium of busi- 
ness and prevent destructive competition,” 
faid Mr.Gary. “ If the department of justice 

or the presidcnt should say this is not the 
right thing to do, it would not be continued 
for one minute. j 

‘““If the members of this committee be- 
lieve it is better for all concerned in this 
couniry fer the steel interests to enter into 
destructive competition than totry to legally 


‘ maintain ar equilibrium of business, it is up 


to you. 

“ if you want to take the responsibility on 
behalf of. the government of saying destruc- 
tion would be better than for the steel in- 
terests to confer with each other, and for the 
maintenance of ruinous policies whereby the 
gtrongest would survive, the weakest go 
down, and business generally be demoralized, 
We will not oppose your action.’’ 


Dinners or Illegal Agreement? 

“ Did vou not meen to accomplish the sarhe 
result. through your friendly interchange of 
idéas at the Gary dinners. as would have 
been accomplished by an ‘llegal agreement 
to control prices?”’ asked Representative 
Eeall. ; 

Mr. Gary replied that this was not so in 
his opinion; that whatever had been done 
was legal. and that men who attended those 
meetings were left entirely free to do as they 
Pleased, but that honest disclosures of com- 
petitors’ prices placed men on their honor to 
seck to maintain prosperous conditions. 

Mr. Lindabery, counsel for the Steel cor- 
poration, referred to the efforts of men in 
the steel industry, through the Gary din- 
ners, an attempt to put into practical 
Operation the golden rule. 

“You mean the steel rule, don't you?” 
asked Mr. Littleton. 

Mr. Gary declared he had made no attempt 
to disguise the fact that the steel men of the 
country sought to maintain prices as near a 
level as possible through friendly inter- 
change of ideas for the purpose of getting 
between the restraint of trade and monopolw 
provisions of the Sherman law, on one hand 
and destructive competition on the other. 

Opposes Wide Fluctuations. 

The witness never had stood for unchang- 
ing prices, he declared, but against wide 
fluetuations.

The witness’ opinion of Wall street was 
drawn out when he was asked concerning the 
capitalization of the United States Steel cor- 
poration and concerning intrinsic values. The 
capitalization of the stee} company, he sn- 
sisted, was not too great in view of the ad- 
ditional value given all companies included 
when they were combined into one growing, 
vitalized concern. 

“Intrinsic values,’’ Mr. Gary said, “are 
not always strictly regarded, partucularly 
in New York. There are times when people 
in the market in Wall street pay little atten- 
tion to intrinsic values. Personally I do not 
know much about Wall street. Idon are 
about Wall street, but I do know the seiling 
price of securities in Wall street is at times 
largely the result of manipulation. Thatisa 
sad commentary, but it is true. Wall street, 
Mr. Chairman, is a good piace for youand me 
to keep away from.’ 

Mr. Gary was asked concerning statements 
of value placed by Andrew Carnegie upon 
his steel properties. 

“T understand that Mr. Carnegie is to be 
a witness before this committee,’’ he replied, 
with a Smile. “and I am sure that he is a 
good judge of values, particularly regarding 
When Mr. Carnegie ap- 
pears I am sure this committee will hear 
about some high valuations.” 


Statements in Earlier Testimony. 
Mr. Gary in his earlier testimony made 

these statements: 

Asserted that as against a 60 per cent 
control of the domestic business in 1901 
the Steel corporation now is able to direct 
only 50 per cent of domestic outpvtt. 

Admitted; that of export business the 
Steel corporation controls about 90 per 
cent. 

Denied an international steel trust is 
contemplated. 

Denied any knowledge of any agreement 
inthe steel industry by“which territory is 
apportioned and violators of the agree- 
ment punished. Subordinate companies 
might have been disobedient, but such 
matters always were corrected. 

Asserted Steel corporation's policy is 
publicity and@®enforced publicity is best 
means to secure and maintain fair con- 
duct of business. 

Declared the trust never made an effort 
to keep prices above a reasonable figure. 

Denied specifically. that steel trust ever 
was offered or accepted rebates from rail- 
roads. 

Always Guarded Stockholders. 

“We never have overlooked the interests 
of our stockholders,” said Mr. Gary, “andI 
don't believe we would still be trustees of the 
steel corporation if we had made a loan of 
$30,000,000 on the stock of the Tennessee Coal 
and Iron company without taking over the 
property and attempting to improve it and 
work it up to a paying basis.” 

“ Then that transaction,’ suggested Repre- 
sentative Bartlett. “was not altogether one 
of patriotism in order to avert a disastrous 
panic?’ 

“That was the governing motive, as I have 
stated,” replied Mr. Gary, “ but at the same

Mr. Bartlett called Mr. Gary’s atténtion to 
an editorial printed in a New York paper 
today setting forth facts @oncerning the 
panic of 1907, tending to show the danger of 
the situation was practica]ly over in October, 
some time before the negotiations between 
the steel corporation officials and the Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron representatives were 
begun. 

Bartlett Questions Witness. 

Mr. Bartlett said the editorial sought to 
show the necessity for the taking over of the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron company: to prevent 
a business disaster had practically ceased 
when the negotiations began on Novy. 2. 

“Do you "remember a statement by Presi- 
Gent Roosevelt,’ inguired Mr. Bartlett, 
“complimenting the secretary of the treasury 
for the manner in which he had handled the 
panic, a statement which appeared about 
Oct, 26, before the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
transaction ?"’ 

“I do not,”’ replied the witness. ‘'I want 
to.say, however, the committee should not 
overlook that prominent bankers and others 
in New York were making as favorable state- 
ments as they possibly could under the cir- 
cumstances in an endeavor to allay public 
fear and to keep down:-the demands on the 
banks for money.” 

Carnegie Imperiled Illinois Co. 

“ When the United States Steel corporation 
Was formed in 1901," said Mr. Gary, “ the 
principal competition was between the IIli- 
nois Steel company and the Carnegie Steel 
company, in the sense-that-they were mak- 
ing the same articles, principally rails. But 
freight rates from Pittsburg to Chicago were 
So large, nearly $2 a ton, that the markets 
were fairly well defined. 

“The Carnegie company did at times com- 
pete with the Illinois Steel company outside 
its natural market. Once I-remember the 
Carnegie sold rails at $16 when the Illinois 
Steel was considering going into the hands 
of receivers. and when it did actually come 
near doing that. 

“I belMeve if unrestricted and unrestrained 
destructive competition had continued the 
Illinois Steel company would have been 
driven out of business. I am inclined to be- 
Meve that, if the former management had 
continued in control, the Carnegie Steel com- 
pany would have driven entirely out of busi- 
ness every steel company doing business in 
the United States. That is the opinion of 
many people who know thé facts.”

Railroad’s Right to Coast 
Oil Lands. pre

BIG INTERESTS INVOLVED. 


Situation Deyelops on Eve of 
Suit Against the South- 
ern Pacific. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., June 8.—[{Special.]—Just 
as the government is sitting in for the biggest 
legal game it ever. played the discovery is 
made that it is bound to lose and the South- 
ern Pacific railroad ve win §$500,000,000 if 
the play: goes on. 

The stakes are a great area of Califor- 
nia's richest oil lands. They were granted 
te the railroad with a clause in the grant 
expressly excepting all mineral lands save 
those containing coal and iron. Most of 
these hands were patented to the grantee 
more than six years ago. j 

The joker in the situation is a special stat- 
ute of Nmitations, slipped through congress 
in an act of March 3, 1891, and perfected by 
another act of March 2, 18096. 


Effect to Bar Proceedings. 

The effect of these acts, as construed by the 
United States Supreme court, is absolutely 
to bar proceedings by the government to 
annul a patent of land to a land-grant rail- 
road after six years from the issuance of the 
patent. Until these acts are repealed, the 
government has not a chance On earth to get 
back its lands. ; 

Announcement has been made that within 
a few weeks the government will file suit as 
to these lands with Special Assistant Attor- 
ney General Townsend in charge. The oil 
men of California are thoroughly aroused 
and alarmed by the discovery of the joker. 

They are advised by some of the ablest law- 
yers in the state the suits can result only in 
confirming the railroad’s title and so they 
are appealing to Washington with all the 
force they can command to hold off the liti- 
gation until the “ joker "’ act can be repealed. 
This they believe congress will not hesitate 
to do, once it knows the inwardness and 
gravity of the situation. 

Suits already have been instituted with re- 
spect to lands patented to the railroad com- 
pany less than six years ago, and as to these 
there is no question. The special statute of 
limitations cannot affect these proceedings. 
As to the contemplated actions touching

The magnitude of the issue may be appre- 
ciated when it is explained that the Southern 
Pacific's empire on the Pacific slope ranges 
from Portland, Ore., southward to Yuma, 
Ariz.. and from Sacramento, Cal., eastward 
to Salt Lake City.

By acquiring ownership or control of these 
various railroads and their land grants, the 
Southern Pacific company has become the 
largest and wealthiest landholding corpora- 
tion in the world. 

The area of land bestowed upon these rai]- 
roads and now claimed by the Southern 
Pacific reaches the enormous total of 26.,- 
177,518 acres, a principality carved from the 
richest section of country on the globe. 

Of this land, an immense area lies in the oj] 
belt at Kern, Fresno, and Kings counties. 
Much of it has been positively demonstrated 
to be petroleum bearing and is being devei- 
oped and exploited for the railroad. 


Forfeiture of Title Contended. 

It is contended that by the discoveries that 
make the land so valuable, the railroad has 
forfeited title. It was definitely stipulated 
that all mineral lands, except coal and iron, 
were to be elimfaied from the grant. 

It was on the declaration of the railroad 
alone that the lands were not mineral that 
title was bestowed. It is to cancel these 
titles the government is now acting. 

The value of ehese minera) lands has been 
estimated from $500,000,000 upward. It may 
be twice as great. 


RECIPROCITY 


President Tells How in Speech 
to Cottonseed Crushers. — 


EXPLAINS NEED OF TREATY. 
Opposes Touching Farmer Free List 
on the Prop sed Agreement. 


New York, June 8.—Great benefits which’ 


reciprocity with Canada will bring to the 
United States, and particularly to the people 
of the south, were pointed out by President 
Taft in an address tonight at the banquet of 
the Interstate Cottonseed Crushers associa- 
tion. 

The president dwelt on the danger of tack- 
ing on the farmers’ free list bill as an amend- 
ment to the reciprocity bill, saying the free 
list bill pertained to trade with all foreign 
countries and it might be opposed by a suffi- 
clent number of senators to defeat the reci- 
procity treaty. 

“Tt has been the good fortune of our gov- 
ernment within the last few days, and espe- 
cially during this administration,”’ the presi- 
dent said “ to enlarge the market for cotton- 
seed oll, and the Canadian import duty upon 
cottonseed oil, which was 20 per cent before 
the passage of the Payne tariff bill, is re- 
duced, under thé maximum and minimum 
clause, to 17% per cent; that is, a reduction 
of one-eighth of the duty. 

“In the negotiation of the reciprocity 
treaty, however, we secured the admission of 
cottonseed of] into Canada without duty. 


Effect of Removing Duty. 

“With the complete removal of the duty 
we may expect the trade to increase greatly, 
not only because it will become less expen- 
sive in Canada but because it will thus give 
cottonseed oil an advantage over its com- 
petitors, olive oll and peanut oll. 

“I have gone into detail with reference to 
the effect of the reciprocity agreement in or- 
der to arouse you to aid, through your sen- 
ators and representatives in congTess, the 
passage of the reciprocity Canadian agree- 
ment. But there are other reasons for men 
who have the business interests of the south 
at heart that ought to add to your efforts in 
behalf of the reciprocity agreement. Under 
the treaty vegetables and fruits of all kinds 
enter Canada free. One of the greatest 
branches of the farming industry in the 
south today is the bringing of early vegeta- 
bles and fruits to the north. With the intro- 
duction of these free into Canada you will 
certainly expand your industry and main- 
tain good prices. 


Farmers’ Free List Bill. 

“The treaty has opponents, however—vig- 
orous, active, and vociferous; and the argu- 
ments against it and the means taken to de- 
feat it are not always of a direct character. 
The house of representatives, soon after 
it passed the bill embodying the reciprocity 
agreement, passed a bill known as the farm- 
ers’ free list. 

‘In my judgment, it was both unfortunate 
and unjust that this bill should have been 
introduced and adopted by some. on the 
theory that it was a sop to the farmers to 
make up for the injustice and injury as- 
sumed to have been done them in the Cana- 
dian reciprocity bill—for there is no injustice 
done to the farmers in the Canadian reci- 
procity agreement. 

‘* Whether the farmers’ free list is a meas- 
ure which ought to be passed is a question 
on the merits of that bill, and is to be, and 
ought to be, determined upon consideration 
wholly apart from the merits of Canadian 
reciprocity. 

“If it is voted on to the reciprocity agree- 
ment it will drive away from the support of 
the reciprocity agreement a great number of 
votes, enough to defeat the agreement. This, 
it seems to me, ought to prove an insur- 
mountable objection to voting a free list as 
an amendment to reciprocity.”

Lorimer has contented himself with a sweep- 
ing denial, with attack upon THe CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE and Gov. Deneen, and declarations 
as to his conservative Republicanism, 

Now he is to be questioned closely as to his 
relations with Lee O’ Neil Browne, John Brod- 
erick, Edward Hines. and others, and in the 
light of what they have stated and of further 
information which has been brought out it 
will be possible for the investigators to ask 
many questions of pertinent value.

QUAKE KILLED 150 IN MEXICO 


Wide Area Covered by Shocks; 
Many Made Homeless. 


ONE WHOLE TOWN GONE. 
Casualties in Parts of Affected Zone 


Never Will Be Known. 


Mexico City, June 8.—Yesterday’s earth- 
quake killed at least 160 persons, according 
to authentic reports tonight. The area of 
the earth’s shock’s destruction is rectangu- 
lar, with its northern boundary less than fifty 
miles from the capital, and a soutpern line 
cutting across the lower part of Guerrero 
state. : 

The death toll grows with tabulation. The 
number of casualties, as compiled by the 
police in Mexico, is sixty-three. Fifty-nine 
corpses have been shoveled out of the ruins 
of Ocotlan, Jalisco. It will never be known 
how many perished in villages in remote 
parts of the quake zone. 

Catastrophes in those parts are taken as a 
matter of course. For instance, Tonala, in 
Jalisco state, was wiped out, to all out- 
ward appearances, but the soore of death 
there cannot be accurately obtained. 

Not many, persons were killed In the city 
of Colima, but considerable damage was 
done.

Jane Addams Discusses Children of 


the Tenements. 


Boston, Mass., June 8.—[{Special.}—The evils 
of child city life were referred to by Miss Jane 
Addams of Chicago in her address this morning 
at the national conference of charities and cor- 
rection. She spoke on “ Play as Art.” 

“Every attempt on the part of the child to 
put forward its individuality is pushed back,” 
she said. “We must give the children some- 
thing good under the disguise of pleasure, and 
this requires the todperation of earnest men 
and women.” : 

Miss Addams was greeted with enthusiastic 
applause. She spoke from her own wide expe- 
rience and observation among children of the 
crowded districts, who in their puny efforts at 
imitation are a constant proof of how jealously 
nature guards types and also variations. 

She spoke of the way in' which these little 
people go into the streets for their frst 
glimpse of the world, of their excitement as 
they “feel the subtle pleasures of chance” 
while grouped about-a slot machine with its 
appeal to the imagination. 

: a . 

From this she toucned on the other chapters 
and referred to the dance halls, where all the 
pleasure is of the passive kind. She called at- 
tention to the fact that the lower the tone of 
the places of amusement, the fewer the dances 
and the slower the. music. 

“There seems to be almost a return to the 
Puritanical notion that it is right to work, but 
wrong to play,” she said. “Can we not save 
this most precious thing, the wholesome life of 
the young, by giving them different ideas of 
what is good and healthful, amid surroundings 
which shall elevate them in mind as well as 
body?

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Nagel for Government Control. 


St. Louis, Mo., June 8.—Addressing 168 grad- 
uates today at the fiftieth commencement of 
Washington university, Charles Nagel, secre- 
tary of commerce and labor, predicted an al- 
tered form of government in the United States 
as a result of the “rule of reason” trust de- 
cision. He descrjbed the trust prosecutions as 
a “clash between rational regulation and irra- 
tional monopoly” and added: 

“The successful termination of this struggle 
will result in a demand for a new form of 
government, not paternal and not socialistic, 
but directly controlling and watching the great 
business corporations in the interests of the 
public.” 

As to the recall, Secretary Nagel said the 
short terms of elected judges amounted prac- 
tically to that and’ that where the recall had 
been tried it had proved of no material benefit. 
Legislation already has “about as much initia- 
tive as it can stand,” he observed, and he 
thought the referendum would do the opposite 
to what many of its advocates hope for. The 
Ponorary degree of doctor of laws was con- 
ferred on Secretary Nagel. 
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Degrees for 365 Students. 


Columbia, Mo., June 8.—Degrees were con- 
ferred on 365 students at the commencement 
exercises of the Missouri State university to- 
day. Dr. E. J. James, president of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, was the commencement orator.

Wants “Gallery Gods” Back. 


The plan of cutting prices in the galleries of 
Chicago theaters will be tried in the hope of 
bringing back the people who once made them 
populous. Daniel Frohman thinks that many 
of those who have deserted the cheaper seats 
in the legitimate theaters for the moving pic- 
ture shows would become gallery gods again 
if: the prices were reduced to 25 cents. Mrs. 
A. Starr Best of the Drama league is interested 
in Mr. Frohman’s idea. 

Mr. Frohman, who has been discussing the 
plan with Mrs. Best and Miss Alice Houston 
of the league in Chicago, declares that the peo- 
ple in the top of the house—or the people who 
used to be in the top of the house—contribute 
not only money but appreciation. The differ- 
ence between a full gallery and an empty one 
may be the difference between a “ success” and 
a failure. 

“The Drama league now is considering the 
plan,” Mrs. Best said. “I intend to place the 
proposition before the Chicago managers and to 
inform the New York Managers’ association of 
the results achieved.” ,

New York Theaters Arraigned. 


New York, June 8.—A severe arraignment of 
the moral and intellectual tone of theaters in 
this city is presented in a report issued under 
the auspices of the Russell Sage foundation. 
The vaudeville theaters and burlesque shows 
eome in for especially harsh criticism. Com- 
pared to these shows the regular theaters are 
visited by a relatively small number of patrons. 

The total number of theaters in Greater New 
York is given as 497. Those in Manhattan 
number 276, of which only thirty are wated as 
“first class houses.” The average weekly at- 
tendance at the 275 theaters is 1,760,000, with 
only 160,000 representing visitors at the first 
class houses. Nearly $575,000 is spent weekly 
on theaters in this city. 

Of the burlesque houses, five-sixths are rated 
as “demoralizing” and*fone-sixth as “ lower- 
ing.” Of the vaudeville houses three-fourths 
are “not objectionable,” one-fifth are “ lower- 

“" and only 6 per cent are “of positive 
value.” 

The deductions from these data are in part 
as follows: s 

“The most striking Giaracteristic of vaude- 
ville is simple stupidity. The burlesque show 
is the most undesirable type of show, although 
it rarely sinks to the level of immorality or 
Suggestiveness attained by occasional plays at 
high priced theaters. 

“The vaudeville mentality of the out-of- 
towner 4nd hotel dweller sets a standard above 
which the theatrical manager cannot pass with- 
out endangering his hold upon this sort of pat- 
ronage. in a word, the high priced theater is 
not offering to the well to do resident of New 
York what that clientéle has a right te de- 


mand.”’

Gould May Oust Edwardes. 


LONDON, June 8.—Frank J. Gould, who 
bought an interest in the Gaiety theater. of 
which George .Edwardes is manager, today 
complained that the garbled and exaggerated 
account of a few sentences spoken to a corre- 
spondent of a newspaper had placed him in a 
false light. 

“The published account placed me in the 
position of a belligerent when I am one of the 
most peaceful of business men.” said Gould. 
“I own a large share of the Galety stock and 
am anxious to protect my interests. In order 
to accomplish this naturally I think I should 
be represented in the directorate. No such 
offer,’ however, has as yet been made, and I 
shall return to London on Aug. 2, when the 
annual meeting of the company will be held.” 

The shareholders and directors have always 
considered his connection with the theater the 
most valuable asset of the company. It ap- 


pears that Gould holds 7,»99 of the shares, hd- 
_wardes 4,754, and other directors 3,830.

Amends Lutheran Constitution. 


Washington, D. C., June 8-—The general 
synod of the Evangelical Lutheran church to- 
day adopted two constitutional amendments. 
The first states that the general syndéd holds 
the unaltered Augsburg confession as a “ cor- 
rect exhibition of the faith and doctrine” of 
the church. 

The second states that the general synod 
recognizes the apology of the Augsburg con- 
fession, the Smalkald articles, the small cate- 
chism of Luther, the large cat@chism of Luther, 
and the formula of Concord as expositions of 
Lutheran doctrine of value. 

These amendments will become effective if 
a majority of the district synods vote for them.

ROF. BORUS sat for a long time in dumb 
amazement, staring at the manuscript 
he had been reading under the light of 
his study iamp. It was long past mid- 
night, but still the professor sat there 

gazing in spelibound wonder at the written 
pages he held in his hand, And it must, in- 
deed, have been a most unusual manuscript 
that would cause the eminent Prof, Borus 
such wonder and agitation.

that instead of giving it to the world he haé 
kept the fact of its existence a secret ané 
filched from it at pleasure?

GERMANY, FRANCE, AND AUSTRIA. 

A Berlin dispatch says it is understood 
that the German government has addressed 
a note to France recognizing that the French 
interest in Morocco is friendly, but warning 
the French government of the danger. in 
yielding to the sloroccan policy advocated 
by some French papers and politicians.

create a situation which may contain the 
possibilities of war. The dual monarchy, 
it says, wishes to maintain friendly rela- 
tions with all European nations. The in- 
ference is that if Germany should begin nag- 
ging France, Austria would be displeased. 
To the effective support of Germany, Aus- 
tria-Hungary owes it that the annexation 
of Bosnia was not interfered with, but em- 
pires may be as ungrateful as republics 
Austria-Hungary may be beginning to tire 
of an alliance which was useful once but 
might involve it in war hereafter. 


ASSAULT AND ITS PUNISHMENT. 

If the victim ofa n assault has the vitality, 
the constitution, or the luck to pull through 
and survive his injuries, the disposition has 
been to congratulate him and fine his assail- 
ant for a misdemeanor. If his luck were 
different or. his constitution not rugged 
enough to withstand the shock and the 
hurts, then the slugger, if he could be found, 
would face a serious charge—but only then. 

Not much can be said for the common 
sense of this procedure, but few slugger* 
have been severely punished for nearly 
killing a man. The intent to murder might 
he there, the purpose might be almost ac- 
complished, the victim might suffer for 
months and never fully recover, but the 
fact that he survived sponged away the 
guilt of the assailant. 

The difference between a murder and an 
assault which might have resulted in death, 
but did not, is too much based on the luck 
of the victim. The assailant, instead of 
finding that he has committed a crime, finds 
that he has committed an assault—a mis- 
demeanor, for which he is fined. 

The verdict of guilty of assault with in- 
tent to kill given in a slugging case on 
Wednesday shows that there is another way 
of dealing with these criminals. 


THE PROPER WAY TO MAKE A 
TARIFF. 

Chairman Underwood of the ways ani 
means committee casts an undeserved slur 
on the tariff board—which now has two 
Democratic members—when he says that 
“if it went on for ten years; as it is going 
at present, we would not get enough in- 
formation on the wool schedule to write a 
tariff bill.” The board is working stead- 
ily and considering the difficulty of its task is 
working rapidly. It is no easy matter to 
ascertain the comparative cost of produc- 
tion at home and abroad where any great 
industry is concerned. The investigation of 
conditions in one plant alone does not give 
the information. There must be a close 
study of many. | 

How thoroughly the board has done its 
work thus far is shown by its exhaustive 
report on the print paper industry in the 
United States and Canada. It may be, how- 
ever, that the Democrats in the house are 
so impatient to rewrite the tariff from sched- 
ule A to schedule N that they are unwilling 
to wait for information without which 0 
scientific tariff for protection or for revenue 
can be prepared. They may prefer to legis- 
late in a helter skelter fashion, cutting and 
slashing blindly at all the schedules, indif- 
ferent to the injury which might be done 
to business and possible impairment of the 
revenues if their rough guess work were to 
become law. 

It may be argued that the Democrats are 
excusable for not waiting for a detailed 
‘peport of the tariff board on the wool and 
woolens schedule. Necessarily to make it 
would take considerable.time, while there 
is a just and general nd for the reduc- 
tion of the monstrous duties the schedule 
carries. There can be much pruning done 
here without fear of injury to any deserving 
interest. But there are many other sched- 
ules. If the Democrats in the house were 
to scorn to wait for facts and hasten to 
rewrite all of the schedules with no bet- 
ter guides than their whims and fancies, one 
of two conclusions would be inevitable. 
Hither they would be displaying their usual 
invincible ignorance where serious legisla- 
tion is concerned, or would be passing bills 
which they knew would not become laws, 
hoping that it ‘might aid them in the game ef 
politics,

In the preliminary report on fire proter- 
tion submitted by the fire marshal, the in-

This was in a loop district building occu- 
pied by several millinery concerns. 

Yet it was no longer ago than March 25 
that, owing to similar conditions in the Asch 
building in New Xork, 145 lives were lost. 

If fire should break out in this bdilding the 
same thing would happen, human beings 
would die a death of agony, a great outery 
would go up from press and pubic, an in- 
vestigation would be held, new ordinances 
might be passed, perhaps there might even 
be an indictment or two, and the painful 
incident would be closed. 

There is no doubt that is why the men 
who are chasing dollars in this millinery 
pbuilding and in other similar places have 
paid no attention to the heartrending lesson 
of the Asch fire. That is why the appeal 
of the Association of Commerce committee 
just made will not affect the men who most 
need to heed it. 

For such men only a stern enforcement of 
the law avails. And it is time for the von- 
science of the community to compel such 
enforcement. Our tears, our subscriptions 
to relief funds, our demands for legislation 
and prosecution are only a mockery at the 
graves of the victims of public heedlessness 
and private greed.

ERMANY’'S strongest statesman to- 

day, the only one indeed that in his 

breadth of view and his masterful- 

ness compares in any degree with the 

first Prince Bismarck, Is not at Berlin, 

or in Germany, but at Constantinople, where 

he has filled the réle of German ambassador 

ever since 1897, dominating not only the sub- 

lime porte but also the entire diplomatic 
corps. 

He is Baron Adolf Marschall von Bieber- 
stein, and before going to Stamboul was min- 
ister of foreign affairs at Berlin, and before 
that minister of state to the Grandduke of 
Baden. At one time he was on friendly 
terms with the late Emperor and Empress 
Frederick, and after the former's death was 
looked upon as one of the widowed empress’ 
champions, 

In fact, he is generally supposed to have 
been summoned to Berlin to assume the sec- 
retaryship of state for foreign affairs by the 
kaiser at the instance of the latter’s mother. 

The experiment at Berlin was not alto- 
gether successful. The baron and the em- 
peror did not get along well together. Each 
was too masterful. The baron resented the 
kaiser's constant interference, and the kaiser, 
on the other hand, objected to the baron’s in- 
dependence of speech and of action. This 
became known at the court of Berlin, and 
a court cabal was formed, organized largely 
by the unsavory Prince Eulenberg, who suc- 
ceeded in securing the services of Maj. von 
Tausch, the official responsible for the police 
protection of the emperor and of the court 
and the head of the secret service. 

Tausch became involved in serious trouble, 
was brought to trial, and during the course 
of the latter the intrigues of Eulenberg and 
of certain high court dignitaries, also the 
activity of Tausch himself against the baron, 
were brought to light. Bieberstein, who is a 
man of the same huge build as Bismarck, 
and quite as choleric, completely lost his 
temper, and insisted on resigning. Nothing 
would induce him to stay on as minister of 
foreign affairs. 

Subsequently he was placated by the ap- 
pointment as ambassador at Constantinople, 
where he is left an almost hand, 
and whence he virtually directs Germany's 
policy in that part of the world. It was 
expected at the time of the overthrow 
of Abdul Hamid that his overwhelming influ- 
ence at Stamboul would wane. But he has 
known how to accommodate himself to the 
new régime, and is now more powerful in 
Constantinople than ever. He headed the 
German delegation at the last peace confer- 
ence. 

He tis not liked by the emperor, who cannot 
forget the bitter words that passed between 
them fifteen years ago, and even when the 
baron comes to Germany on leave of absence 
or to consult with his government at Berlin, 
the emperor, who has loaded him with hon- 
ors, avoids him in a pointed manner. The 
baron was Originally chamberlain of the 
widowed Grandduchess of Baden, only 
daughter of old Emperor William, and pis 
father occupied a similar position at the 
court of Carleruhe, where he was also lord 
chief justice of the grandduchy.

Sir Robert Peel, who in January of last 
year was gazetted in London as a bankrupt 
for the fifth time, has issued a public state- 
ment to the people of Tamworth and of the 
district, in which he announces that he has 
“come to the unalterable determination to 
sever my connection with Drayton manor, 
and with my Drayton manor estates, and to 
part with them and the mansion house.” 

Then he goes on to express his profound 
grief at the severance of his relations with 
those to whom he had become so deeply at 
tached since his accession to his title and 
estates. He also intimates his action tn the 
matter is due to the oppressive fiscal legis- 
lation of the present government. 

This is ridiculous. For if Sir Robert Peel, 
who portrayed himself in a biography as “A 
Bit of a Fool” (which was the title of the 
work), is having his estates sold by his trus- 
tees, it is because of his insane extravagance, 
which has kept him in trouble ever since he 
succeeded to the title and estates in July, 
1895. 

Two weeks later he entertained Mr. Glad- 
stone, who recorded in the visitors’ book his 
delight at revisiting Drayton manor after 
an interval of sixty years, and ten days after 
Mr. Gladstone’s departure young Sir Rob- 
ert made his first appearance in the court of 
bankruptcy, and from that time forth his 
personal connection with Drayton manor has 
been virtually severed. 

Consequently, it is foolish to talk of his 
sorrow at the sale of the property, or of the 
grief of the tenants at parting with him. He 
has not lived there for the last twenty years 
or more, except for a few weeks in 1895, and 
among its last tenants was his cousin, the 
Hon. William Peel, son and heir of Viscount 
Peel, and who married the only child of the 
multimillionaire Lord Ashton, the linoleum 
king, after she had jilted Sir Robert,

Sir Robert Peel is the grandson of the fa- 
mous premier of the Victorian reign, during 
whose time Drayton manor, a magnificent 
mansion of the Elizabethan style of archi- 
tecture, was visited by Queen Victoria, the 
prince consort, King Louis Philippe, and 
many other historic personages. 

The manor originally was the residence of 
Hugh Lupus, earl of Chester. In 1390 it 
passed into the hands of the Staffords, and 
afterwards into those of the Earl of Essex, 
the Cromwellian general. Then it was owned 
by the Marquis of Weymouth, and in 1790 
was purchased by a wealthy cotton spinner, 
Robert Peel, father of the premier. The 
great Sir Robert’s son, the third baronet, 
was secretary for Ireland in Lord Palmer- 
ston's second admiriistration. 

Among the treasures of Drayton manor, 
which are now about to be alienated, area 
magnificent malachite casket, presented by 
Emperor Nicholas I. to Lady Emily Peel; 
the pistols which were to have been used by 
Sir Robert Peel in his duel with O’Connell; 
the gold-mounted hoof of the horse Em- 
peror which was ridden by the premier, Sir 
Robert Peel, when he was thrown and killed 
on Constitution hill in 1860; and full length 
portraits presented by Queen Victoria and 
the prince consort on the occasion of their 
visit to Drayton manor in 1846. 

The present Sir Robert is the fifth barone* 
and has been mixed up in all sorts of un- 
savory scandals. His social status is per- 
haps best shown by the fact that in all the 
standard works of reference his residence is 
described as “ unfixed,” while he has long 
since ceaged to be a member of any London 
club. 

In the course of the bankruptcy proceed- 
ings last year it was shown that his unfor- 
tunate Swiss wife, a former Baroness Mer- 
cedes von Graffenried, is dependent upon an 
allowance of about $4,000 by the trustees ad- 
ministering the Drayton manor estates, and 
that the only son of this marriage, a 18 year 
old boy, is not with his father, nor yet with 
his mother, but with Mr. and Mrs. Van der 
Heydt. who are the lad’s guardians at law. 
Mrs. Van der Heydt is Sir Robert's sister, 
and if the baronet, who has managed to 
make himself foolishly conspicuous on the 
occasion of every one of his visits to this 
country, has forfeited every bit of sympathy 
he might otherwise have retained in his 
troubles, it is because of his gross ingrati- 
tude to his brother-in-law and benefactor, 
Mr. Van der Heydt, who has repeatedly extri- 
cated him from trouble and advanced money 
for his relief. ; 

The head of the Peel family, however, is nor 
Sir Robert Peel, nor yet Viscount Peel, for- 
mer speaker of the house of commons, and a 
younger son of the great Sir Robert. Its 
chief i¢ William Croughton Peel of Peele 
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ding Pourtugaise,’’ and burned at that.

REMARRIAGE AND THE ILAINOIS 
DIVORCE LAW. 

Joliet, Ill., June 5.—[ Editor of The Tribune.] 
—In your editorial “ Marrying Again Within 
a Year’ you do not emphasize one important 
point—that the divorce granted in Illinois is 
not complete until the year expires. Con- 
sequently no valid marriage can be entered 
into in Illinois or any other state during 
the year. When circuit judge I required the 
decree of divorce to contain a clause pro- 
viding that neither party shall be permitted 
to marry within one year, unless they re- 
marry each other. Many trial judges in- 
clude some such provision in divorce decrees, 
and others hold that the law itself supplies 
it. 

If the theory that so far as marrying a new 
wife or husband is concerned the divorce is 
not completed until the year expires is cor- 
rect, persons violating it are guilty of bigamy 
in the state where they enter into such 
illegal marriage. If indicted in Indiana and 
proof is made that his former wife was living 
the only defense would be that he was 
divorced in Illinois. The decree of divorce 
would show that so far as a new marriage 
was concerned he was not divorced until the 
year expired and he would go to prison. 

Then there may be property rights in which 
the second wife and children will be in- 
terested when she becomes a widow. All 
those who have violated the Illinois law 
should quietly remarry after the year ex- 
pires. 

The important point to be kept in mind is 
that it is not the law of Illinois that pre- 
vents divorced persons legally marrying in 
some other state, but the stubborn fact that 
there is a living husband or wife not yet 
fully divorced. Each state has a right to 
determine the causes, the mode of service 
and the time when a decree of divorce be- 
comes operative. 

All of this uncertainty and complication 
shows the necessity of a national divorce 
law.

FOR WHEAT YIELD 


Government Estimates Prom- 
ise Largest Crop Ever 
Raised in U. 8. 


SEE 764,000,000 BUSHELS. 


Report Points Smaller Acreage of 
Oats and Barley; Condi- 
tions Good. 


Government crop estimates for June give 
the promise for the largest crop of wheat 
ever raised, if conditions are maintained until 
harvest, a total of 764,000,000 bu—480,000,000 
bu winter and 284,000,000 bu spring. A year 
ago the total yield of both spring and winter 
wheat was 695,000,000 bu, and the largest 
total crop ever raised was in 1901, when the 
yield was 748,000,000 bu. 

The June estimate of the oats crop was for 
@ yield of 976,000,000 bu, compared to a final 
estimate of the crop last year of 1,127,000,000 
bu. The acreage of oats was placed at 35,- 
000,000 acres, compared to a revised estimate 
last year after harvest of 35,288,000 acres. 


Brokers Construe Report. 

The report on wheat conditions was vart- 
ously construed by members of the board of 
trade. The condition of winter wheat was 
placed at 80.4, against 86.1 a month ago, but 
the crop estimate was lowered for the month 
only 9,000,000 bu, contrary to the expectation 
of the trade. On the other hand,\the spring 
wheat condition was placed at 94.6, compared 
to 92.8 a year ago, and the acreage 20,760,000 
acres, compared to 19,778,000 acres g year 
ago, yet the crop estimated was 284,000,000 
bu, against an indication of 820,000,000 bu last 
June. 


The estimates in figures given by the government 
are the result of a new system of estimating the 
crops on a fivg year average, and the trade has not 
yet become accustomed to the new plan. Ao- 
cording to the present system the yield is figured 
according to the average deterioration or improve- 
ment in the crops from the time the report is issued 
to harvest. 


New Estimating System. 


There were many complaints in regard to thts 
method, as it was thought it did-not correctly indi- 
cate actual present conditions. Under the old 
method of figuring the yield, the crop estimate for 
winter wheat would be about 455,000,000 bu and 
about 380,000,000 bu for spring wheat, or a total of 
785,000,000 bu. 

The drop of nearly 6 points in the condition of 
winter wheat compared to the May 1 outlook was 
due to the excessive heat in all of the leading states. 
In practically every state there was deterioration 
in the condition, and the loss was particularly 
marked In the southwest. The Oklahoma crop was 
damaged the most, the June condition being 44, 
compared to 67 last month and 8&5 last year. In 
Kansas there was a reduction of 11 points for the 
month, in Nebraska 9 points, and in ssouri 8 
points. Texas lost 18 points. 

In all of the states east of the Mississippi there 
was @ lowering of condition, most pronounced in 
Pennsytvania and other eastern states. 

In the winter wheat states of the Pacific north- 
west conditions are excellent, and about the same 
as on May 1. The outlook for a big crop in that 
section is bright, and will help to bring up the 
average yield materially.

FOUR DAYS TO PACIFIC.

Another through transcontinental line for 
passenger service from Chicago to the Pacifis 
coast will be opened on Sunday, June 18, by 
the Burlington railroad in connection with 
the Denver and Rio Grande and Western 
Pacific railways.
